Approximately 2000 dele- 


gates from the United Stales and Can- 
ada are expected. 


This will bo one of the most Im- 


portant conventions In the -history of 
the organization, which ia one of the 


"osi trade unions in Amer'cn, nc- 


cording to officials last night. 
One 


of the big Questions to come up hc- 
'ore the convenlion is the nallonal- 
zation oC the mines. 


"The coal miners of America look 


rorward to nationalization as an ulti- 
mate solution of the coal problems." 
according to William Green, secretary 
:rcasurer of the organization. 
"They 


have gone on record 
In a 
previous 


convention as being generally in favor 
of nationalization of mines 'democrat- 
ically managed,' but we have no de- 
finite plan In any way 
comparable 


to the Plumh plan for the railroads." 


A policy committee of the interna- 


tional organization has had the ques- 
tion under consideration for several 
weeks anil (H expected to recommend 
that the government 
take over the 


mines. Bui as yet Et is purely a ques- 
tion of general policy, according to 
Greene, and is r.ot a demand. 


The o::ly demands to be served
